second time in eight days, Russell 
Scott, former 
millionaire, today 


conferred with his attorneys on a 
new defense, that of insanity. 


At 2:07 a. m., today, after a night 


of terror'for Scott, who had given 
up all hope for life, Judge Joseph 
B. David, of 
the 
superior 
court, 


granted an indefinite stay of execu- 
tion on the plea that Scott had !JL- 
comc insane since sentence of death 
was imposed. 


Attorney William Scott 
Stewart 


who helped save William D. Shep- 
herd from the charge that he mur- 
dered Billy McClintock, the 
•'mil- 


lionaire orphan," came 
into 
the 


case near midnight 
and 
after 
a 


frantic hunt for a judge, filed a pe- 
tition for a stay of execution pend- 
ing examination into Scott's sanity. 


Judge David today notified Stew- 


art to"have his case ready for h<:ai - 
ing within a week. 


"Under no condition will 1 graut 


a. continuance," Judge David said. 


Stewart's move was totally unex- 


pected. Scott had 
abandoned 
sill 


hope and penned what he regarded 
as his. final message to the world. It 
was 11 p. m. some four hours after 
'Governor Leu Small had denied" the 
appeal for another 
reprieve,

Things That Interest The

'New York, July 24—(U.PJ—To dye 


or not to dye that is the question! 


Sow that the season for pastels 


is here, we gaze, at the white evening 
frock that has become slightly.yel- 
lowish and wonder whether . it will 
turn out all right in the dyeing pro- 
cess. Perhaps it is not worth send- 
ing to a. professional dyer who will 
charge from $5 ot $10. If so, it is 
worth dyeing at home and though 
this seems a big order, it is not real- 
ly difficult if one understands how to 
dye.

we should1, dye with our gloves on. 
One can purchase rubber gloves at 
the ten cent stores these days.

the gown is of light-weight material, 
such as georgette or chiffon, it may 
be tinted rather than dyed. In fact, 
where pale pastel shades are to be 
chosen, the tint bath is usually, suffi- 
cient and there is less danger, of 
shrinkage from boiling. 


Choose any good dye and be sure 


to set a silk dye, for silk goods and 
cotton or wool dye for cotton or wool 
mixtures. The directions'on each dye 
package must be thoroughly followed 
if one wishes success. Dye pans' 
must be perfectly clean and all dye 
must be strained through cloth, be- 
fore putting into the dye bath. The 
material should 'be washed with soap 
and luke warm water rinsed and 
placed into the dye bath while wet. 
Once the gown has been placed in 
the pan, it should not be left .for 
constant stirring is cssentiil.
